on the Conference on 29 March 1938, 1200 hours, 
in the Foreign Office 


on Sudeten German Questions. 


In this conference the gentlemen enumerated in the enclosed list 
participated. 


The Reichsminister started out by emphasizing the necessity to 
keep the conference which had been scheduled strictly a secret; he then 
explained, in view of the directives which the Fuehrer himself had 
given to Konrad Henlein personally yesterday afternoon that there were 
two questions which were of outstanding importance for the conduct of 
policy of the Sudeten German Party: 


1. The Sudeten Germans must realize thet they are backed up by 
a nation of 15 million which will not tolerate a continued 
Suppression of the Sudeten Germans by the Czechoslovak 
Government, 


It is the task of the Sudeten German Party to formulate such 
demands from the Czechoslovak Government as it dcens necessary 
in order to obtain the privileges desired by it. 


The Foreign Minister explained in this connection that it could not 
be the task of the Reich Government to give Konrad Henlein, whose 
position as the leader of the Sudeten Germens has been expressly 
acknowledged and agein confirmed by the Fuchrer, detailed suggestions 
about what to demand from the Czechoslovek Government. It is essential 
to propose a maximum program, which as its final aim grants full 
freedom to the Sudeten Germens, It appears dangerous to be satisfied 
prematurely with the consent of the Czechoslovakian Government; this 
on the one hand would give the impression abroad thet a solution has 
been found, snd on the other hend would only partially satisfy the 
Sudeten Germans. In eny case, caution is the proper thing, because 
опе cannot have any confidence in the assurances at BENES and HODZA 
according to past experiences, The ain of the negotiations to be 
carried out by the Sudeten German party with the Czechoslovakian 
Government is finally this: to avoid entry into the Government by the 
extention and gradual specificetion of the demands to be made. It must 
be emphasized Clearly in the negotiations that the Sudeten German Party 
alone is the party to the negotiations with the Czechoslovakian 
Government, not the Reich cabinet (REICHSREGIERUNG). The Reich cabinet 
itself must refuse to eppear toward the Government in Prag or toward 
London and Peris as the advocate or peacemaker of the Sudeten German 
demands. It is a self-evident prerequisite that during the impending 
discussion with the Czechoslovak Government the Sudeten Germans would 
be firmly controlled by Konrad Henlein, would maintein quiet and 
discipline, and would avoid indiscretions. The assurances already given 
by Konrad Henloin in this connection were satisfactory.

Following these general explanations of the Reich Minister the demande 
of the Sudeten German Perty from the Czechoslovak Government as conteined 
in the enclosure were discussed and approved in principle. For further 
cooperation, Konrad Henlein wes instructed to keep in the closest possible 
touch with the Reichminister and the Head of the Central Office for Recial 
Germens (mit dem Leiter der Volksdeutschen Mittelstelle), as well as the 
German Minister in Prague, as the local representative of the Foreign 
Minister. The task of the German Minister in Prezue would be to support 
the demands of the Sudeten German Party as reasonable, not officially, but 
in more private talks with the Czechoslovek politicians without exerting 
any direct influence on the extent of the demands of the Party. 


In conclusion there was a discussion whether it would be useful if the 
Sudeten German Party would cooperate with other minorities in Czechoslovakia, 
especially with the Slovaks. The Foreign Minister decided that the Party 
should have the discretion to keep a loose contact with other minority 
groups if the adoption of a parallel course by then might appear appropriate.

The Sudeten German Party has been subsidized by the Foreign Office 
regularly since 1935 with certain amounts, consisting of = monthly 
payment of 15000 Merks; 12000 Merks of this are transmitted to the 
Pregue Legation for disbursement, and 3000 Marks are paid out to the 
Berlin representation of the party (Bureau Buerger), In the course of 
the last few months the tesks assigned to the Bureau Buerger have 
increased considerebly due to the current negotiations with the Czech 
Government. The number of pamphlets and maps which are produced and 
disseminated hes risen; the propaganda, activity in the press has grown 
immensely; the expense accounts have increased especially because due 
to the necessity for continuous good information, the expenses for trips 
to Prague, London, and Paris (including the financine of travels of 
Sudeten German deputies and agents) heve grown considerably heavier. 
Under these conditions the Bureau Buerger is no longer able to get 
along with the monthly allowance of 3000 Marks if it is to do everything 
required. Therefore, Mr. Buerger has applied to this office for an 
increase of this amount, from 3000 Marks to 5500 Merks monthly. In view 
of the considerable increase in the business transacted by the Bureau, 
and of the importance which marks the activity of the Bureau in regerd 
to the cooperation with the Foreign Office, this desire deserves the 
strongest support.

He States that 
the Fuchrer had not only opened the Slovak question but that ho had 
been also the first ono to acknowledge tho dignity of the Slovak 
nation. Tie Slovakian people will gladly fight undor tho leadership 
of the Fuehrer for tho maintenance of European civilization. Ob- 
viously future association with tho Czechs had become an impossi- 
bility for the Slovaks from a moral as well as economic point of 
view. The fact that they still belonged to the Czech state was only 
possible because of the thought tiat the present government was, only 
transitory, but he and his colleagues were detcrmined to give in to 
the pressure of the Slovak people and to bring about an independent 
Slovakia.

The Chancellor began by asking ıi. Beck whether he had any special 
questions to ask. as he was quite ready to be at his service with any 
explanations e In r.piying, ц. Beck mentioned the Danzig situation and 
the Danube prob5lei. 


The Chancellor explained at longth how the arbitration at Vienna 
had come Mout, laying the blaine on the Hungarian Governacnt's tactics 
for Budapest's paiiure to give effect to the postulate regarding 
Carpathian Puthenia. 


The Chanceller pointed out that in regard to Poland ha alweys and 
invariably tricd to follow the policy initiated by the Declaration of 1934. 
In his opinion the couaunity of interests between Geraany and Poland, so 
far as Pussia was concoraod, was complete. For the Reich, Pussia, whether 
Tsarist or Bolshevist, was cqually dangerous. Tne latter was perhaps a 
greater danger because о? Coniunist propaganda, but tne foruer was ire 
dangerous in the military and even iore the imperialistic sense. For 
these reasons, a strong Poland was an absolute necessity for Germany. 
4t this point the Chenccllor reuarked that every Polish division engaged 
against Russia was a corresponding saving of a German division. 


The Chancellor further declared that he was interested in the Ukraine 
from the cconomic viewpoint, but hc had no interest in it politically. 


The Chancellor then Ciscussed the Danzig question, and cuphasized 
that, as it was a German city, sooncr or later it mist return to the Reich. 
He stated that, in his opinion, by way of mutual agrecnent it would be 
possible to find soie way out and achieve a form of guarantec to the 
legitisate interests of both Poland and Geraany. If an agreeuent w 
reached on this question, all. difficulties bctwecn the two States 
quite definitely be settled and cleared out of the way. He eph 
that he was ready in that case to give an assurance, similar to that which 
he had given France with respect to .lsace and Lorraine, and to Italy 
with respect to the Brenner, Finally, he drew attention, without siressing

August 11, 1959 


I have collected in the conference records vorbal treascripts 
of my conversations with Ribhentrop and Hitler. Here I shall only note 
sone impressions of a general nature.  Ribhentrop is evesive every time 
I ask him for particulars of the forthcoming German action, He has a 
guilty conscience. He hes lied too many times about Germen intentions 
towards Poland not to feel embarrassment now over what he must tell me 
and what he is preparing to do, 
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The will to fight 1s unalterable. He rejects any solution which might 
Satisfy Germany and prevent the struggle. I am certain thet even if the 
Germans were given everything they demanded, they would attack just the same, 
because they are possessed by the demon of destruction. 


Our conversation sometimes takes e dramatic turn. I do not hesitate 
to speak my mind in the most brutal manner. But this doesn't shake him in 
the least. I realize how little weight this view carries in German opinion. 


The atmosphere is icy. And the cold feeling between us is reflected 
in our followers, During dinner we do not exchange a word. Ме distrust 
each other. But I at least have a clear conscience. Не has not. 


August 12, 1939 


Hitler is very cordial, but he, too,is adamant and relentless in his 
decision. Но speaks Standing in the lerge drawing room of his house, in 
front of a table on which some maps ere spread. Не displeys а thorough 
knowledge of military effeirs. He speaks with greet calm and becomes 
excited only when he advises us to deliver the coup de grece to Yugoslavia 
as soon es possible. 


I soon reslize that there is nothing more to be done. Our arguments 
Cannot serve to check him in the slightest. He keeps repeating that he 
will localize the conflict with Poland, but his affirmation that the great 
war mist be fought while-he and the Duce are still young leads me to believe 
that he is once agein speaking in bad faith. 


He has words of high praise for the Duce but listens 4n a disinterested 
and impersonal manner when I tell him of the trouble which ә war will bring 
upon the Italian people, Fundamentally I feel thet the alliance with us is 
useful to ‘he Germans only for the number of forces we can divert from their 
fronts; nothing more. Our fate doesn't interest them. They know that the 
war will be decided by them, not by us. And at the end, they promise us a 
gift of charity. 


August 15, 1939

Finland, Estonia, and Latvia. Being obliged to leave Poland owing to the

My mission to Germany began in Septenber 1975, I fulfilled it first in 
the capacity of ijiànister Plenipotentiary and then, from October 1954, as 
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Polish-German relations were based u»on the Declaration of January 26, 
1934, in which the Goverments of both States under-tock for a period of at 
least ten years to rofrain from resort to force to settle any differences which 
might arise between thon. 


In the course cf tho negotiations which I conducted with the German 
Government, and which ended in the Delesretion of Janu: ry 26, 1931 it was 
expressly specified that existing international obligations of the two States 
would not be infringed by that Decl ration, and: this found expression in tho

toxt itself, This attituĉe cf Poland's vas fully accepted by authoritative

German circles, 


In the same way the oriri ciple of indevendence for Polish policy, which 
constituted the starting-point of the conversations with Chancellor Hitler, 
was fully confirmed in mmerous conversations during tho years 1934 to 1958 
with the highest Reich officicls, ard was recogrized as the basis of mutual 
relations.

of the Reieh Government, explicitly confirmed in the Chancellor's statements 
of November 5, 1957, and January 14, 1956, that the Reich respected the legal 
status of the Free City together with Polish rights ard interests, while Poland 
for her part did not intorvono in tho life of the German population of Danzig. 

While the central Reich authorities handled the Danzir situati 
basis of the above prinicples, in the territory of Danzif the activities 
of Gauleiter Foerster, a Party extremist, was the ecuse of nu 1crous complicate 
ions and tense situations fron tho mo int of 3 arrival in the Free City.

In the course of a casual exchange of views with thc Chancellor at the 
reecption to the Diplomatic Corps on March 2, he once more assured me that so 
long as he stood at the head of the Government of the Reich there was no need 
to fear that relations between the two countrics would be exposed to danger, 

During the period from Octobcr 1938 to March 1939 the German attitude 
towards us: acquired certain features which in Poland began to evoke an under- 
standable mkstrust and criticism, 


In connoction with the problem of Sub-Carpesthian Ruthenia torroristic 
Ukrainian elements, acting to the detriment of Polish interests and food 
Polish-Ukrainian relations, were supportcd by Geman proparanda dnd Party 
organs (S.S. and Gostepo). Vienna became tho ecntre of these activities, and 
the wireless of that city incessantly disseminated Ukrainian brosdessts hostile 
to Poland, In Germany Ukrainian maps and panphlots in the German language, 
Girected against the integrity of the Polish Republic, were distributed, 


Whenever Poland intorvored on the matter tho Germans always replied that 
their pro-Ukrainia activities were directed against the Sovicts and not 
against Poland, and that if Ukrainian terroristic clements were supported by 
Germany, it was because they constituted the most active clement among the 
Ukrainian emigres, 


Similarly, on the territory of Slovakia Germany began to carry on activities 
hostile to Poland, and this activity grew stronger сп the German plan for sep= 
erating Slovakia from Bohemia was eredurlly realized, 


Finally, during this period the attitude of Party elements in relation to 
Poland began to deteriorate - obviously ^s tho rosult of instructions from 
above — and revisionist ideas concorring Polish territorics were open y propagated. 


In November 1938 direct Polish-German relations were exposed to serious 
difficulties as the result of tho ruthless expulsion of 15,060 Jews of Polish 
citizenship from Germany, 


Summing up, I wish to state that the sbore period brought with it a 
deterioration in Polish-Germen relations urprececented since the conclusion of 
the Declaration of 1934, ond great efforts had to be made by Poland in order 
to avoid still greater friction, 


The crisis in Polish-German relations began in tho first half of Maroh 1939, 


Acting by surprise, and without опу contact with the Polish Governnent, the 
Germans created a new situstion on the Polish fronticr, annexing Bohemia and 
lioravia, extending a vrotcetorate over Slovakia, building fortifications and 
establishing garrisons in Western Slovakic, and, finally, establishing a naval 
base at Memel, 
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In the course of these ботгоп activities, which developed at lightning 
speed, I tied ir vein ries 11го 21 to 13 to obtain an interviev with the 
German M titis ber ior Forcign Affoirs and the Secretary of State. On the 
evening of March 13 I chanced to mect General von Keitel, and informed 
that — despite German activities so ir mediately affecting Poland -- fo r three 
days I had been umble to mke contact with the Germen Government, Сепегл1 
von Keitel promised to intervene with И, von Tibber Dro» the next day on the 

matter, but this brought no result, 


The German assumption of a pro ectorc. te over Slovakin was a step explicitly

Without going into the detrils ofthat in » I wish only to recall 
that the tone of Ii, von Ribbertrop's ex pal tine pos .rted considercbly from 
that in whioh mattcrs affec ting the two Covorrronts had vere previously 
discussed, and was in the nature of definite pressure, lo put formara the 
German olai ims, and urged that the Pedi sn Goverment shoul с the swiftost 
possible decision. In this conversation M, von bibtestesp z made no reference 
whatever to the ultimeatwi in roc 9а de Hemel, which he had presented the 
previous day to the Lithuanian iinistor for Foreign Affnirs. T: I inquired 
about his meeting with М, Urbsys, he confined himself to a few ex planatory 
remarks of a purely general character. 

The news of tho entry of Geman troops into Red, and of tho Chancellor's 
demonstrative voyage ot the herd of the Comm along our coast, was as 
great a surprise to Polish public opinion as the бетт an entry into Slovakia 
hod been, 


Despite the prevailing atmosphere , Which certainly was not condueive to 
negotiations, the Polish Goverment did not hol 1d aloof from further discussions 
with the German Goverment, On March 26 I banded ii, von Ribbentrop our count 
er proposals, in the forn of a written noto, in respect to Danzig and the 
motor road, Although 11, vor as 'entrop's 1 0071 resection to it was of 
negative character, he stc tod ` wt he would cormunieste a reply only after 
the matter had beon reforred to . the Chancellor. The reply in question vas 
not transmitted to me, and only on the occasion of his speesh to the Reichstag 
on April 28 did Chancel or Mitier impart it puclicly, 


As ls known, the Polish Governnent, not wishing to increase the tension, 
and desirous of lc: wing tho w Ly open for further converse. tions, maintained 
diserction as to the subject of tho охе! anges of opinion which had teken place 
in March, By his declaration to the Reichs te, › on April 28 and his unilateral 
denuacintion of the Declaration of Jnnucry 26 , 495. wnich forbade resort to 
force in mutual relations between thc two fitr ses, Thancellor Hitler annulled 
the policy inaugurated between Pals ос. and Germony in 4933, 


In his conversation with me on March 26, 11. von Ribbentrop spoke strongly 
against the military stops Toland haa t ken.

The Political Preparation of the 
Norway Action 


(The enclosures mentioned in the report 
have been omitted from this paper since 
they are only relative to specifics 
imtters. The complete report ine 
cluding appendices has been submitted 
to the Deputy of the rührer by Reichse 
leiter Rosenberg on 17 June 1940) 


The Office of Foreign Relations (Aussenpolitisches Amt) of 
ational Socialist Party ( NSDAP) hes hid contact with VIDKUN 
4 » leader of the NASJONAI SAMLING in Norway, for years. The 
ector of the "Office North" (Amt Norden) of the office of Foreign 
lations - later victim of a fatal accident - paid him (Quisling) a 
“personal visit on one of his trips to Scandinavia. 


When in 1939 the general political situation was beginning 
to grow critical Quisling gave the Office of Foreign Relations an 
estimate of the situntion and his opinion sbout the nc ssible intentions 
of Great Britain with relotion to Socndini in ease of conflict 
(Great Britain's) with the Corman Reiche Prior to the convention 
of the NORDIC ASSOCIATION (Nordische Gesellschaft) in Luebeck, 

Quisling was received by REICHSLEITER ROSENBERG in Berlin. He 
(Quisling) pointed out the decisive geopolitical importance of Norway 
in the Scandinavian region and the advantages gained by the Power in 
control of the Norwegian coast in case of conflict between the 

German Reich and Great Britain, He further explained the extra- 
ordinarily clever, democratic and particularly anglo-saxon propagan- 

da which had been accepted favourably by almost the entire nation, 

also because of Norway's economic dependence on the seas and there- 
fore on England. Since he did not believe that the small nations 
would remain neutral in case of conflict - as had been the case in 

the World War pf 1914. = but was convinced that they would become in- 
volved in one way of the other he requested support for his party and 
press in Norway, basins his request on the "pangermanic" ideology. 
REICHSLEITER ROSENBERG also requested Director (Amtsleiter) Scheidt to 
arrange a meeting between QUISLING and his Deputy HAGELIN with State 
Secretary (Staatssekretaer) KOERNER, bearing in mind that this matter 
might be of particular interest to GENERAL FIEID MARSHALL GOERING 

with regard to air strategy. This meeting with the State Secretary

After the Luebeck convention Director (Antsleiter) SCHEIDT 
took a vocation trip to Norway to further pursue this matter, His 
observations are found in the attaghed report (Enclosure No, 2). Even 
during his presence in Germany Quislinz had requested a short, pertinent 
training programme for relinbie party “umetionaries especially selected 
by him, This request wazsrrc^ated by -REICHSLETTER ROSENBERG, 
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In fugust 1959 а 14 day course was held at the School of the Office 

for Foreign Relations of the NSDAP (A4ussenpolitisaheg $chulungshaug -ger 
NSDAP) in Berlin for 25 followers of the NASJONAL SAMLING who had 

been selected by QUISLING. 

In September Burgermoister Dr, WINKLER revealed that he had 
been charged with the financial aspects of QUISLING'S request by

The outbreak of war and the beginning of the Polish campaign delayed 
the decisions (Enclosure No 5). А further rominder of REICHSLEITER

about the importance of Norway in connection with the matters set forth 
originally by QUISLING had no practical results. 

fit the some time political tension increased in Norway as 
Russian_activity made itself felt in the Baltic regions, Of this 
QUISLING kept the office (APA) informed through his deputies in Germany, 
The outbreak of the Russo-Finnish war at the end of November helped 
to further increase the anti-German currents in all Soandinavia and played 
into the hanás of the anglo-saxon propaganda which was now building up ` 
to full strength. Greater Germany was represented as a seoret ally of 
Soviot Russia and as the real culprit in Finland's misfortune, 

At tho same time the Western Powers promised Finland military support 
Which could only be supplied via Norway and Sweden. The possibility 

of a plan by Creat Britain to occupy Norway and possibly Sweden to 
effectively close the blockage against Greater Germany and further 

to gain convenient air bases against Germany began to take shape under 
the pretence of altruistic help to Finland. Its aim was to involve 

also the Nordic Nations in a conflict against Greater Germany, QUISLING 
informed the office(APA) about these new possibilities shaping on the 
political scene, acting through his deputy in Germany,

Returning to the Question of Danzig, the Führer explained to Count Ciano 
that it is impossible to yield on this point. He has agreed with Italy to 
withdraw the Germans from South Tyrol, but for that very reason hz must carefull; 
avoid everything that could give the impression that a precedent has been 
created by the withdrawal of the Germans from South Tyrol, which could be 
applied to other regions, toos Besides, his justification to the German people 
of the withdrawl of these Germans from Italy is the German policy, which is in 
general, directed toward the east and the north-east. The east 2nd the north- 
Cast--iece, the Baltic countries--havo always been Germany's uncontested 
Sphere of interest, just as the Mediterranean is Italy's own spheree Germany 
needs the grain and wood=producing countries of these eastern regions for 
economic reasons as wolle anzig is not cnly a ease of material interests, 
however, although this city is the biggest Brltic port. The turneovor amounts 
to 40% of the tonnage of Hamburg, 


Danzig, tho Nordic Nürnberg, is ап old German city, which awakens sontimont- 
al feelings in every German, and just this psychological element foreces the 
Fuhrer to respect public opinione To make the Situation easier to understand 
for an Italian, Count Ciano should imagine that Trieste is in the hands of 
Yugoslavia ond a strong Ftalian minority on Yugoslavian territory is being 
treated with brutol force. It сап hardly: be supposed that Italy would look on 
ealmly for vory long. 


Count Ciano replied to the F&hrerts explanotions by first pointing out the 
groot surprise among the Italians at the nbolsutely unexpected soriousness of 
the situation. Neither in the Milan conversations nor in the talks on the 
ocension of his visit to Berlin was eny indication given by the Germans that the 
Situation with regard to Poland was so sorious, On the contrary, the Reich 
foreign minister had docl^rod thet in his opinion the question of Danzig will 
be settled in the course of timo. On tho basis of this state of affairs , 
the Duce decided, true to his conviction that a conflict with the western 
democracies is unavoidable, to make his preparations for that eventunlity and 
made his plans for a certain period of time of 2 to 3 years. Tf a conflict is 
unovoidablo now, Italy would of course bo on Germany's side, as the Duce 
reeomphasizcd just before Count Cinno's departure, but for various reasons, 
onumerated in detail, Italy would welcome 3 postponement of the genernl conflict. 


Count Ciano then explained, with the aid of ^ map, the Italian position 
at the outbrenk of n general conflicte Italy believes, ho said, that a conflict 
with Poland would not be restricted tc that country, but would grow into a 
general European ware 


The Fihrer remarked that opinions differ on that point. He personally is 
firmly convinced that the western democracies will in the end shy away from 
precipitating a general wam, 


Count Ciano replied that he hoped the Fahrer was right, but he did not 
believe ite In any ense, one should adapt one's reflections to the worst 
possibility, isce, to general conflict. Since the Abyssinian conflict It^ly 
has actually been constantly living in a stete of war and therefore urgently 
needs & breathing spelle Count Ciano proved with the aid of figures how great 
Italy's material effort had been, especially in the Spanish conflict. Italy's 
stock of raw materigls is now exhausted. She needs time to restock her 
warchousose 


She must also transfer her war industries, all of which are in an 
exposed location, to the south, in order to be better able to defend theme 
In the same way the Italian artilicry, particularly the AA defonso, is greatly 
in necd of modernization. The long coast line and other exposed points are not 
sufficiently defended. 


The strength of the flect is also extromely unfavorable. At the moment 
Italy can put against the combined English and French 11 to 12 battleships 
only 2 of its own, while in a few years a total of 8 battleships will bo 
available e

Count Ciano pointed out the long Italian coastlinc, which is hard to defend,

Besides, the Duce personally attaches great importance to the orderly

Besides these considerations, which are based on Italy's position, thore are 
others of a general political nature which recommend postponcmont of ^ general 
conflicte Tho Duce is convinced that the encirclement system of tho western 
democracies would doubtless work at the present time. But after n certain length 
of timo the points of friction ^nd tho secds of disunity would come to tho fore 
among the partners of the encirclement front, 2nd the front would grndu^lly dis- 
integrate.

Count Ciano said in connection with this tentative communigue that the 
Duce had at first contemplated а proposal for a conforence, but, conscious of the 
Führer!s misgivings, he now makes another suggestion in û milder form and is very 
much interested in its acceptance.

Tho F&hror replied thnt there is no time to be lost in tho solution.of the 
Polish probleme The further wo get into fall the harder military operations in 
the east of Europe will be, The air foree could hardly be employed ^t all after 
the middle of September in those regions because of the werther conditions, 
while the motorized forces would 2180 be unusable becnuse of the condition of the 
roads, which are rapidly turned to mud by the rnins which set in in the fall.

It is very unlikely 
that Amorica would declare war if it then would have to stand by helplessly 
while Japan takes the rhilippines without jucrica being able to do anything 
about it. 


3) Would it seen to be in the interest of Japan also to secure for itself, 
still during the war, in consideration of the coming new world vides, the 
position it wants to hold in the Far East at the time of a peace treaty.

Politically, it is especially important that the new blow against Yugoslavia

This delay was occasioned by the fact that a long conference of 
the bigwigs of the government and military, from Goering down, was being 
held at the official residence of the Fuhrer. The war against the 
Soviet Union has now taken definite shape and the outcome can be unerringly 
foretold. Next year's campaigns were manped at this conference, taking 
into consideration the points brought up at the conference of the variou: 
Prime Ministers and Foreign Ministers of Europe. It is an absolute cer- 
tainty that Japen's moves were also given discussion at this conference, 


1. Ribbentrop opened our meeting by again inquiring whether I 
had received any reports regarding the Jananese-U.S. negotiations. 1 
replied that I had received no official word. 


Ribbentrop: "It is essential that Japan effect the New Order 
in East ¿sia without losing this opportunity. There never has been and 
probabl:; never will be а time when closer cooperation under the Tri- 
Partite Pact is so important, If Japan hesitates at this time, and 
Germany goes ahead and establishes her European New Order, ali the mili-

We attempted to dissuade him from crossing wires with our negotiation and he 
assured us that he would do his best to keep the discussion of refugees on a 
general plane but he added Chamberlain had requested Daladier to take the 
matter up with Ribbentrop and so it would have to be taken up, Winterton 
denies this. 

The British assured us this morning that they did not communicate to 
the French the details of the financial plan which they now tell us they 
; have prepared but which they are holding back for the present, They say that 
they are as mystified as we are about the French move and do not know what 
specific financial proposals Bonnet may have raised with Ribbentrop. With 
regard to the visit of Schacht to London we have no conclusive information. 
The British will say no more than that the visit is imminent. The Germans 


say they ere not at liberty to discuss the matter.

The calculation, that as a consequence Boycott 
Groups and anti~Cerman Centres would be formed all over the world, dis- 
regards the following fact which is already apparent, the influx of Jews 
in all parts of the world invokes the opposition of the native population 
and thereby forms the best propaganda for the German Jewish Policy. 


In North america, in South america, in France, in Holland, Scandinavia 
and Greece, everywhere ا‎ the flood of Jewish imigrants reaches, 
there is today already a visible increase in Jnti-Seneticisn. À task of 
the German Foreign =i Fadl must be to further this wave of inti-Semeticisn.

only appreciate Germany's action against the Jews but will also find hinself 
wishing to do same as we" ~ The Embassy at Oslo reported on Sth April last 
year: "While only a few years ago, tho streets of Oslo were herdly marred 
by Jews at all, latterly a great change has come about here. On the strects, 
in restaurants and above all in the coffec houses, Jews sit around in 
hideous cluster, The Norwegians are being crowded out, more and more. The 
Norwegian Press, which formerly did not understand the Jewish question 
at all, suddenly realized what it meant to have the Children of Israel invade 
the country like a swarm of locusts, It will be & very salutory lossion, 
which is being meted out to the Norwegians" 


These examples from reports from authorities abroad, can if desired 
be amplified. They confirm the correctness of the expectation, that criti- 
cism of the measures for excluding Jews from German Lebensraum which were 
misunderstood in many countries for lack of evidence would only be temporary 
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and would swing in the other direction the moment the population saw with 

its own eyes and thus learned, what the Jewish danger was to them, The 
poorer and therefore the more burdensome tho imigrant Jew is to the country 
absorbing him, the stronger this country will react and the rore desirable 

is this effect in tho interests of Gernan ргорагапӣа, The object of this 
German action is to be the future international solution of the Jewish ques- 
tion, dictated not by false compassion for the "United Religious Jewish 
minority" but by the full consciousness of all peoples of the danger which it 
represents to the racial composition of the nations.
